Feds: ISIS inspired driver 


Propaganda videos

The charges, filed just over 
24 hours after the deadliest 
terror attack on New York City 
since Sept. 11, 2001, placed the 
case in the civilian courts even 
as President Donald Trump 
denounced the American 
criminal justice system as “a 
joke” and “a laughingstock.” 


The charges describe the 
driver, Sayfullo Saipov, 29, as 
a voracious consumer and me- 
ticulous student of ISIS pro- 
paganda, and detail how he 
said he was spurred to attack 
by an ISIS video questioning 
the killing of Muslims in Iraq. 
They say he began planning 
the attack about a year ago 
and, after taking a test run in a 
Home Depot rental truck last 
week, chose Halloween to car- 
ry it out because more people 
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would be on the streets. 

The charges were filed in 
civilian court, not the military 
system set up for foreign ter- 
rorists, a decision that flew in 
the face of Trump’s broadsides 
against the criminal justice 
system. Trump said he was 
open to trying Saipov instead 
in military court at the U.S. 
prison at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba.

WASHINGTON — The delayed 
rollout of the House GOP’s long- 
awaited tax overhaul could be a blip 
on a congressional calendar that’s 
often fluid.

WASHINGTON — A House sub- 
committee debated a bill Wednesday 
that would ban nearly all abortions 
nationwide, a measure backed by 22 
Texas Republicans. 

The Heartbeat Protection Act 
would make it a crime for a doc- 
tor to perform an abortion if the 
fetus has a heartbeat, which can 
occur as early as six weeks into a

Suburbs also squeezing in

More Dallas ISD students are in 
crowded classrooms this year. 

The district’s board of trustees re- 
cently approved 351 class-size waiv- 
ers at 140 campuses, submitting 
them to the Texas Education Agency 
for final approval. 

It’s the most waivers requested by 
DISD in over five years, up from 77 


a year ago. 

Waivers allow school districts to 
sidestep a state limit of no more than 
22 students per class in kindergarten 
through fourth grade. The restric- 
tions were designed to boost student 
performance by improving classroom 
management and ensuring a level of 
individualized instruction. 

DISD isn’t alone in asking for 
some relief. The Texas Education 
Agency approved 4,419 waivers 
statewide last year. More than 40 
Dallas/Fort Worth-area districts 
asked for waivers in 2016-17, with
